LONDON—In his advocacy of old 


age pensions, child labor service, 
President Roosevelt can find precedent 
and parallels in Great Britain. 


But when it comes to his latest pro- 


posal—that regarding a complete over- 
haul of the federal judiciary—there 
is no precedent in England.. 


The English make very little, if 


any, complaint about their judges. At 
the same time there is considerably 
similarity between^ the English ju- 
diciary and the American federal ju- 
diciary. 


In the United States, federal judges 


are named by the president with the 
approval of the Senate. 


In Britain the Law Lords and the 


Lords Justice of Appeal are named by 
the king, upon the advice of the prime 
minister. And the advice'of the prime 
minister always goes. . 


The judges of the High Courts, as 


they are called, and many lesser judges 
and magistrates are named by the king 
upon the advice of the Lord High 
Chancellor, whose advice likewise al- 
ways goes. 


Big Salary und Pension 


In America, federal judges hold their 


jobs for life. 


In Britain, judges hold their jobs 


for life—except the highest of all the 
judiciary—the Lord High Chancellor.

He is a 
member of the premier's cabinet. He 
sits as member of some of the highest 
courts. 
He acts as speaker of the 


House of Lords and reads the king's 
speech if the king himself does not do 
so. He takes rank above all dukes, ex- 
cept those of royal blood. 


But when the cabinet goes out of 


office, he also goes out. As, by long 
precedent, he is not supposed ever to 
engage again in the private practice of 
law, the job is made financially worth 
his while. 


He is much the highest paid mem- 


ber of the cabinet, getting $50,000 a 
year. When he goes out of office, he 
draws a pension for life of $20,000 per 
annum. 


In America a judge can not be forced 


to retire and can be ousted from his 
job only by impeachment, 


lu England a judge can be removed 


only if a resolution to that effect pusses 
both houses of Parliament. This would 
be done only for very grave reasons 
and has not occurred in recent times 
at all. 


In America federal judges frequent- 


ly keep to their jobs until they are 
very old men. 


In England this is even more ;o. 


Recently Lord Chief Justice Hcwart, 
who is 65, was indignant over the 
rumor he was going to retire. Justice 
Avory recently died in harness at 85. 


Ages in Chief Courts 


Now let's take a look at (he chief 


courts of England and the ages of the 
men who do the judicial work. Skip- 
ping the lowest courts, the High Court 
of Justice is split into three divisions— 
the Chancery with the Lord High 
Chancellor as president, (lie Kings 
Bench under the Lord Chief Justice, 
and the Probate Divorce and Admiral- 
ty Division under a president. 


The Chancery division is presided 


over by Lord Hailsham. the Lord High 
Chancellor, who is 65. The other mem- 
bers of the bench are Justice Eve. 
80; Justice Clauson, 66; Justice Lu.x- 
mourc, 60; Justice Farwell.

Washington Historian Upholds 


1875 as Year of the Big Fire 


Writing in The Star of February 


18 from his present home at 
Buckeye, Ariz., E. F. Richardson 
complimented 
the 
newspaper's 


Centennial Edition but asserted 
the great Washington fire describ- 
ed as having occurred 
in 1875 


really took place in 1883. 


His letter was referred to the 


editor of the Washington section 
of the Centennial Edition, Mrs. 
Charlean Moss Williams of Wash- 
ington, who now replies that there 
were fires in both years, but the 
1875 disaster was the worst. Mrs. 
Williams' explanation follows: 


Disaster of 1875 


Editor The Star: Thank you 


for forwarding E. F. Richardson's 
letter to me. I do not know Mr. 
Richardson, but think he is a 
grandson of John Justus of whom 
he makes mention in connection 
with the first water mill on Mine 
Creek. 


I recall an anecdote about John 


Justus as follows: While operating 
his mill on Mine Creek he built 
for himself a coffin and kept it in 
the loft of his mill, and when his 
customers came for their grist he 
would, for his own amusement, 


send them up into the loft on some 
pretext or other, just to see them 
come hurriedly d6wn and fright- 
ened. 


However, he soon discovered that 


his joke was playing havoc with his 
business—he was losing customers; 
so he "pulled up stakes" and 
moved his mill to Washington 
where he afterwards added ma- 
chinery for a flour mill and pros- 
pered. 
The "big fire" of which he (Mr. 
Richardson) speaks did occur in 
1883. But the first and most dis- 
astrous fire occurred in 1875. I 
quote

MEMOIRS OF SOUTHERN AR- 
KANSAS: 


"On July 4, 1975, its business 


portion was mainly burned down. 
It was partially rebuilt with cheap- 
er buildings than those that were 
burned. On Feb. 22, 1883, another 
fire took place, which consumed all 
excepting three of the old business 
houses not consumed in 1875."

LITTLE ROCK—The Senate Com- 


mittee on counties and county lines 
recommended "do not pass" for House 
Bill 311 Monday night after hearing an 
hour and a half of argument by rep- 
resentatives of Perry county (pro) and 
Saline county (con). 


The bill, passed by the house Febru- 


ary 11 by a vote of 67 to 0, would 
have transferred 47,000 acres from the 
tax books of Saline county to those 
of Perry. The land includes all of 
Walnut Bottoms township and part 


in the north- 


county. 


Representative Van DaLsem of Per- 


ry was .the principal speaker for the 
bill, which he had introduced. 
He 


told the committee and the audience 
of about 100 persons repeatedly that 
the bill did not change county lines, 
but merely defined them. He said 
thai the land had rightfully belonged 
| to Perry county since it was formed in 


1840, but through error had been in- 
cluded within the Saline boundaries 
in latter day maps and in the general 
| belief. 


! 
Van Dalsem said that some old rcs- 


| idents of Perry had circulated re- 


i ports for years that Saline county 
had some territory that did not be- 
long to it but that their talk was not 
authenticated until 1934, when a sur- 
vey was made as an Era project. The 
survey was not a matter of running 
lines with a transit but of investigat- 
ing legislative acts dealing with the 
Saline and Perry county boundaries. 


Van Dalsem said that Perry is only 


a "poor hill county" that could not af- 
ford a $10,000 law suit to stand up for 
it.s rights. 


"We haven't any rich railroad prop- 


erty or buuxite mines to depend on 
for revenue," he said. 


He explained that he had not tried 


to .slip anything over on the neighb-.T- 


I ing county when he called up his bill. 
He said that he hud to call it the fir.st 
chance he got because he realized that 
he might not have another until it 
was too late in the session to get any- 
where.

512,000 Acres of Timber 


Signed Up for Fire 


Protection 


Timber owners in this section of the 


state are urged to give the Forestry 
Commission their co-operation in abat- 
ing all forest fires that might occur on 
their land. 


The 512,000 acres of timber in Unit 


10 that have ben signed up for protec- 
tion at the rate of 2c per acre will re- 
ceive all the protection from fire from 
the Rangers, Towermen and Forest 
Guards. 


Fires occurring on timber not listed 


under the protection agreement with 
the Foresrty Commission will be per- 
mitted to burn. If such a fire burning 
on non protected acreage, adjacent to 
a fire protection area, is lift burning 
after the ownre is notified, it will be 
suppressed by the Forestry Commis- 
sion, but the property owner will be 
liable for all suppression costs under 
the Cole Crutchfield Forest Fire Law. 
The Commission will recover the cost 
of abating such fires through civil ac- 
tion against the timber owner. 


An appeal is sent out by the District 


Ranger of Unit 10 to the farmers who 
are clearing land and getting ready for 
their spring planting to be extra cau- 
tious with their burning for fear of an 
escape of the fire to timber. Fires that 
do not threaten and can not reach co- 
operative land will have noeffort ex- 
pended on them.

an asset to the state, community, and 
individual and a source of pleasure- 
to all.

Measles Karely Spread by Indirect Contact, as 


Exposure Harms Virus 


By DR. MORRIS F1SHBEIN

Measles is spread mostly through di- 


rect contact of persons who have not 
had the disease with those who have it. 
The substance that carries the infec- 
tion apparently is present in the secre- 
tion of the nose and- of the throat. 


We do not happen to know definitely 


the" cause of measles. We do know, 
however, that it is infectious. This 
can be shown in various ways. For 
example, injection of the blood of a 
measles victim into the blood of one 
•who does not have the disease will 
cause the second person to contract 
the disease. Moreover, nose and mouth 
secretions of those who have the dis- 
ease may be used to produce the dis- 
ease in others. 
Man apparently is the orrfy animal 


•who ordinarily has measles, but ex- 
perimental measles can be produced 
in monkeys. The cause of the disease 
probably is some substance or organ- 
ism so small that it cannot be seen 
with even the highest powerede micro- 
scope. 
. We know from studies made by in- 
vestigators that the virus which carries 
measles is injured by exposure ot air 
and sunlight. For this reason, measles 
Jseldom is carried from a sick person

I his clothing; the virus; may die during 


the time.Tspant in going from one per- 
son to another. For this reason, doc- 
tors and nurses who care for measles 
victims may visit other patients with- 
out danger of transmitting the disease, 
provided, reasonable precautions are 


taken. 
Thus, it is wise to wash the hands 


thoroughly after visiting a patient. 
People who enter the sick room should 
put on a clean gown before entering 
the room and remove the gown after 
leaving. Dishes, bedding, and other 
materials used in caring for a child 
sick with measles should be boiled be- 
fore they are again used. 


There are some strange things about 


measles that make it different from 
diphtheria or scarlet fever. Few adults 
are likely to catch these last-named 
diseases, yet an adult may catch meas- 
les from a child if he has not already 
had the disease. 


Measles is particularly virulent when 


it is introduced into a population in 
which there has been no measles for a 
long time. For example, one of the 
worst measles epidemics on record ac- 
curred in the Faroe Islands in 1846. Of 
the 7800 islanders, 6000 had the disease 
in six months. 


In 1775, measles broke out on the 


Sandwich Islands. There were 150,000 
people, and 40,000 of them died in four 
months. Severity of this epidemic was 
due partly to the intensity with which 
measles^attack^ a population in which 
there is no immunity. 


It has been suggested, however, that 


many of the deaths were due to the 
fact that so many people were sick at 
the same time that there were not en- 
ough well people to care for them. 
Indeed, it is said that some died of 
starvation and many others from lack 
of any kind of care.

wide syphilis education program has 
been announced by the General Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs through its 
Department of Public Welfare, Mrs. 
Clarence Frnim of Wilmington, Dela- 
ware, chairman. This project is be- 
ing promoted under the direction of 
Mrs. Carl W. Illig. Jr., of Massachu- 
setts, chairman of the Division of Pub- 
lic Health. 


Dr. Thomas Parran, Jr., Surgeon 


General of the United States Public 
Health Service, who recently address- 
ed the Board of Directors of the Gen- 
eral Federation at its annual mid-win- 
ter Board meeting, has said, "Our 
children will hold us criminaly care- 
less and incompetent if, with the means 
at hand, we fail to end this scourage 
(syphilis) within our generation." 


The General Federation has decided 


that participation in the conquest of 
this disease is the next objective in its 
Health Conservation program. Active 
co-operation is asked from every club 
and every member because syphilis is 
a destroyer of mankind in the prime 
of life; because it can be passed on by 
a syphilitic mother to her unborn 
child; because the disease is very fre- 
quently spread innocently from one 
marital partner to another; and be- 
cause the practical scientific weapons 
are at hand to attack and conquer this 
plague. 


According to medical authorities it 


is well known that syphilis is a con- 
tagious disease, caused by an organ- 
ism known as the spirochcte, which 
may attack and destroy any organ or 
tissue in the body. One adult in ten 
is infected by syphilis at some time 
during his or her lifetime. Unless it 
is treated, it s permanently disabling 
and frequently fatal. Dr. Parran states 
that there is reason to believe that il 
all conditions due to syphilis were re- 
ported as such, it would be found the 
leading cause of death in the United 
States. In 1934 automobile accidents 
resulted in 107,000 cases of pcrmanenl 
disability, yet in that same year 
syphilis attacked and disabled more 
than half a million persons. There is 
more of it than measles, twice as much 
as tuberculosis, and a hundred time? 
as much as infantile paralysis. Those 
are the facts reported by the Public 
Health Service. 


Women all over the United States 


should be informed of these conditions 
and for this reason the General Fed- 
eration is beginning its syphilis edu- 
cation program. Mrs. Illig has outlin- 
ed the program that is being launched. 
The duty of every club woman in this 
fight is to inform herself about syphilis 
and other veneral diseases, including 
the nature, mode of spread, prcvalance. 
measures' of diagnosis, treatment, and 
prevention. Material along these lines 
is available in every community hcatlh 
department. The second duty of the 
club woman is to inform her family 
and friends, and through organized 
effort to promote general education on 
this subject; and as a third point of 
attack, the club woman should insist 
upon health examinations which in- 
clude blood tests for syphilis as an in- 
dispcnsiblc part of all prenatal exam- 
inations.

Britisher Thinks All Rul- 


ers Since Queen Anne 


Were Illegal

OXFORD, England. — (/P) — Should 


former Prince Ruprecht of Bavaria be- 
come king of England, the only reward 
Peter Geach plans to ask is "the right 
to lead a quiet academic life." 


Geach leads a band of 50 students at 


Oxford collage who declare that all 
Britain's monarchs since Queen Anne 
have held the throne illegally. 


Ruprecht, present head of the House 


of Stuart which was displaced by the 
House of Hanover more than 200 years 
ago, was declared "legitimate heir to 
the throne of Britain" in a proclama- 
tion road by Gcich recently on the an- 
niversary of Stuart Charles I's execu- 
tion. 


Although Geach exposed himself to 


trial for high treason, his action was 
received calmly and without retalia- 
tion from Britisli officials. 


No sudden burst of enthusiasm has 


come in response to his qppoal, which 
brought the claims of the House of 
Stuart to attention for the first time 
.since the rebellion of 17-15 when "Bon- 
nie Prince Charlie" nearly won back 
the throne.

Premier Bennett. 
Canada, like the 


United States, has a written constitu- 
tion. The Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council found that the new deal 
legislation of Canada violated its con- 
stitution. 


One point more to complete the pic- 


ture: 


In the United Stales, the U. S. Su- 


preme Court can hold that an act pass- 
ed by Congress and approved hy the 
president, is unconstitutional and that 
kills it. '

In Great Britain there is no court 


which can declare illegal any act pass- 
ed by Parliament and signed by the 
king. Parliament is the supreme boss.

The mollis nre the cause 
of most wormy apples.

which bores into the apple tins devel- 
oped an Immunity to a large number 
of sprays. 


Another contends it has Iwcome 


Mnnrt and "learned to spit out the first 
bite of ai.ple tkin, then eat its way 
merrily into the apple." 


Agricultural engineers think light 


traps with which they have been ex- 
perimenting on farms near here may 
be the answer. 


The traps resemble Japanese lan- 


terns. Each contains an electric lamp 
bulb and vertical wires three-eights of 
an inch apart charged with sufficient 
current to electrocute a moth. They 
an- hung in the tops of trees, singly 
and in clusters from the rim of a wag- 
cm wheel. The wheel revolves slowly, 
driven by an electric motor. 


It costs only a few cents to operate,,^ 


the trap during the evening hourft ) 
when the moths are astir. 


Thousands of electrocuted 
moths 


have been found under a trap nftrc a 
few hours' o).«ration, says Truman E. 
Meinton, associate professor of agri- 
cultural engineering at Purdue.
